Differing p h ilo so p h ies of 
county g o v e r n m e n t were 
brought in the open last night 
when the K e n t f i e l d Civic 
League heard two members of 
the county board of freeholders 
tell their views of the proposed 
county charter. 
Mrs Helene Newschoff spoke 
in favor of the charter and 
William T. Bagley spoke against 
it. Philip A. Crane Jr., league 
president, presided at the meet­ 
ing attended by about 50 per­ 
sons. 
The charter to be voted on 
Nov. 4 provides for a strong 
county manager who will ap­ 
point 20 county officers. Bag­ 
ley objected to the fact that 
these officers, including six 
who are now elective, will be 
appointed “without consulta­ 
tion or approval of the board 
of supervisors.” The supervis­ 
ors will appoint the county 
manager. 
PROS AND CONS 
Bagley said he believed the 
county auditor and county clerk 
ihould remain elective posi­ 
tions. He said certain of the 


charter provisions — redistrict- 
ing of the county into seven 
supervisorial districts, for ex­ 
ample—were good. 
Mrs. Nemschoff was asked 
why the county clerk was pro­ 
posed as an appointive position 
and the sheriff remained elec­ 
tive. She said the clerk’s job 
was more an administrative 
than a policy-making position, 
while the sheriff who must en­ 
force the laws should be inde­ 
pendently elected by the vot­ 
ers. 
TAX RESULT

Judge Keating took the mat­ 
ter u n d e r submission after 
hearing arguments by J. Albert 
Hutchinson, association attor­ 
ney, and County Counsel Le- 
land H. Jordan.

Hutchinson, partner in the 
San Francisco law firm of 
Hutchinson and Quattrin, asked 
for a writ against the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
and County Clerk George S. 
Jones. 


With two members voting 
“no,” the board last week de­ 
cided not to place the associa­ 
tion-sponsored initiative on the 
ballot. The action was taken 
on advice of Jordan, who said 
he believed the proposed law 
would be unconstitutional and 
its adoption illegal. 
The 3-2 vote, Supervisors 
William D. Fusselman and Wil­ 
liam A. Gnoss dissenting, in­ 
structed Jones to keep the or­ 
dinance off» the ballot even 
though petitions for its inclu­ 
sion bore the necessary num­ 
ber of valid signatures. 
The initiative ordinance is 
designed to limit county spend­ 
ing to no more than 5 per cent 
more than the amount spent 
the previous year, except for 
payments on bonds, unless au­ 
thorized by Marin voters.

“That’s why 
we are here today; not because 
Justice Carter needed more at­ 
torneys.” 
Crump then proceeded to 
tell the court that Justice Car­ 
ter has never agreed to limit 
the level of his lake to 14 feet, 
although he has no present in­ 
tention of raising the water 
above that level. “I don’t think 
he should be pinned down by 
any stipulation in height.” 
REPAIR WORK 
District Attorney Weissich, 
sitting alone on the other side 
of the counsel table, declared 
the county’s engineers have as­ 
sured him the dam would safe­ 
ly hold 14 feet of water if the 
repair work is carried out as 
outlined by Carter’s engineer, 
Stanley Gizienski. 
Weissich said he has every 
confidence in Gizienski’s integ­ 
rity and ability and is willing 
to accept Gizienski’s certificate 
that the dam is safe after com­ 
pletion. 
However, 
since 
yesterday 
was the county’s first chance 
to observe the dam after Car­ 
ter had sent in bulldozers to 
start repairs, Weissich said he 
is in no position to accept any 
testimony oi\ water level above 
14 feet. 
At one point during the court 
hearing, when Judge Coakley 
considered continuing the case 
into November, several mem­ 
bers of the audience let out au­ 
dible gasps. They are residents 
of Sleepy Hollow, whose homes 
were damaged last March when 
Carter’s dam (or reservoir) 
broke and sent water and de­ 
bris onto homes below. They 
looked out nervously at the 
cloudy skies as a light drizzle 
fell outside.

The P r e s i d e n t accepted 
Adams’ resignation “with sad­ 
ness.” But Republican congres­ 
sional campaign chiefs, who 
considered Adams a political 
liability, were elated. 


GET FREE TIME 
So were the Democrats, who 
planned to capitalize on the 
Adams case. 
They obtained 
free television and radio time 
to reply to last night’s speech 
in which Adams announced his 
resignation and accused the 
House influence - investigating 
subcommittee of airing “irre­ 
sponsible testimony” against 
him. 
Democratic National Chair­ 
man Paul M. Butler was to ap­ 
pear on radio and TV this after­ 
noon to present what he calls 
“the other side of the Adams 
case.” (Butler will be seen on 
KPIX, Channel 5, from 4 to 
4:10 p.m.) 
Adams said in his resigna­ 
tion speech that there had been 
nothing wrong in his gift-ex­ 
changing relationship with New 
England industrialist Bernard 
Goldfine. He pictured himself 
as the victim of a “campaign 
of vilification.” 


HITS COMMITTEE 
He said the House subcom­ 
mittee, which exposed the gift 
exchanges last June, had lis­ 
tened to “rumor, innuendo, and 
even unsubstantiated gossip.” 
Subcommittee C h a i r m a n 
Oren Harris (D-Ark.) said he 
would answer Adams at a news 
conference this afternoon. He 
called Adams’ remarks “an un­ 
necessary a n d uncalled - for 
slap” at the subcommittee and 
a “very serious charge in view 
of the record.” 
Adams said he would leave 
the White House as soon as an 
“orderly transition” could be 
arranged.

When you peek into the fro- 
zen-food bins at your favorite 
market and see, peeking back 
at 
you, 
the 
label 
“Frosty 
Acres,” you're looking smack 
at a Marin 
County 
success 
story. 
It’s the story of Marin Prod­ 
ucts Co., Inc., of San Rafael, 
and its adventures in the fro­ 
zen food game. 
Frosty Acres is Marin Prod­ 
uct’s private label on a full line 
of freezer-fillers, and is the la­ 
test development of a 12-year 
career in frozen food distribut­ 
ing which has seen the com­ 
pany reach the million-dollars- 
a-year mark in gross sales of 
frozen products. 
It wasn’t always so. reports 
president George Silvestri. who 
with secretarv-treasurer Fred 
Acciari, who joined the firm in 
1948, controls the company. 
Silvestri and a group of associ­ 
ates formed Marin Products in 
April of 1946, and a few months 
later bought up their first lot 
of frozen foods. 
They had no big freezer of 
their *own. and had to store the 
food in a Petaluma ice house. 
They sent out a salesman to 
market the frozen food, and 
hoped for the sales and profits 
to roll in. Back came the sales­ 
man after the first day’s sales— 
total $18. 
“It was 
discouraging,” ad­ 
mits Silvestri. Everybody in the 
firm turned to on a do-it-your­ 
self job of constructing a freez- 
er body for an old truck they

Of Ike With Heavy Heart 
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Shows Marks 


Of Worry In 


TV Appearance

WASHINGTON 
IUPP—Sher- 
man Adams took his leave of 
President Eisenhower with a 
heavy heart. 
Probably no federal official 
jn history ever left office in 
vsuch a bright path of public 
light as did Adams when he 
announced his resignation as 
the assistant to the President. 
JTe told his story last night 
Over the combined facilities of 
all the big television and radio 
networks. 
As his face flashed across 
millions of screens and his 
voice echoed through count­ 
less loudspeakers, Adams seem­ 
ed calm, collected—yet also 
dejected. 
His wife, Rachael, 
would not face reporters at 
the broadcasting studios but 
stayed home alone with her 
television set turned on. 
Adams’ words of resigna­ 
tion were frequently biting 
as he lashed out at his po­ 
litical tormentors. 
But the 
President’s top adviser bore 
the markings of months of 
worry. 
The 59-year-old New Eng­ 
lander 
looked 
thinner 
than 
usual, drawn about the face 
and as serious as a mourner. 
In 1952, Adams was the lead­ 
ing Republican proponent of 
integrity in government, the 
author of frequent blasts at 
the Democrats for what he 
called their “mess” under the 
Truman administration. 
Then 
last June, through the efforts 
of a congressional investigat­ 
ing committee, Adams was un­ 
veiled as the recipient of gen­ 
erous gifts from Bernard Gold- 
fine, the Boston tycoon who 
seemed to steep in hot water 
with the government. 
The committee attempted to 
show that while Adams was ac­ 
cepting favors from Goldfine, 
the presidential assistant also! 
was letting government agen­ 
cies know he was most inter­ 
ested in what was happening 
to cases involving his friend. 
Adams became a very warm 
political potato. 
GOP candi­ 
dates began to vie with each 
other in demanding his depar­ 
ture from the White House. 
Adams began to have less 
direct contact with the Presi­ 
dent. 
Yesterday morning he 
flew to the vacation 
White 
House in Newport, R. I., to 
check out wtih his boss. 
The President, for reasons 
unknown as yet. either de­ 
cided or agreed to give Ad­ 
ams a television and radio 
send-off. 
Through his press 
secretary, James C. Hagerty, 
the President requested free 
air time from the networks 
and got it. 
Adams 
and 
Hagerty 
flew 
back from Newport, the pub- 
l i c 
resignation 
statement 
quickly mimeographed. Adams 
drove to Broadcast House, lo­ 
cal headquarters of the Col­ 
umbia 
Broadcasting 
System 
from where he was to speak 
for all networks. 
He marched through the 
makeup room into the main 
studio ancf sat down behind 
a desk. 
He stared gravely at 
the battery of cameras and a 
big clock ticking off the sec­ 
onds. 
Then he began in his 
resonant voice his story of why 
he decided he must resign to 
avoid hurting the President or 
his party’s chances at the polls 
this fall. 
His tale told, Adams quickly 
bundled up his speech, said 
polite goodnights to the studio 
officials and pressed grimly 
through a horde of reporters 
who wanted to know about his 
future. 
“I have no further state­ 
ment,” said the former New 
Hampshire governor almost in- 
audibly. 
The man who once could 
strike terror into a govern­ 
ment agency simply by bark­ 
ing “This is Adams” into a 
telephone 
seemed 
sadder 
than strong as he walked out. 
He plopped into the family 
station wagon and drove home

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
If You Lose A Free Press 
You Lose Your Freedom 


Today a new stamp went on sale in 
the post offices of Marin. It is a black 
stamp symbolic of printer's ink and it 
honors journalism and the freedom of 
the press. 
Actually the stamp, which shows a 
hand holding an old fashioned quill pen 
and a hand printing press, marks the 
50th anniversary of the founding of the 
School of Journalism at University of 
Missouri, first school of journalism in 
the country. But mostly it commemo­ 
rates the First Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, which provides for free­ 
dom of speech, religion and assemblage. 
We who work under the shelter of 
this wise provision, find that sometimes 
other people don’tunderstand why the 
press should be free. Why, they ask in 
effect, should you be special, singled out 
for preference. 
The answer is that freedom of the 
press is not meant for the press, but for 
the people. We of the press are nothing 
more than a communications medium 


through which you, the people, exercise 
your right to know. 
When state law requires that your 
supervisors, city council and other gov­ 
ernmental agencies must be open to the 
press, it is exercising your right to be 
present too. We know you can not be 
present at every meeting and every 
event. Yet you should know what is go­ 
ing on, what your employees— the gov­ 
ernmental officials— are doing. This is 
true in other fields. 
There are some who insist that free­ 
dom of the press puts too much power 
in too few hands, particularly right after 
an editorial praising a candidate they 
don't like. But don’t you believe it. 
You have a right to a free and honest 
press; you should and must insist on the 
honesty as well as the freedom. 
If the time comes when there is no 
longer a free press, you will have lost 
the power to know about and to control 
your government; you have lost your 
own freedom.

Few spots in Marin are more popular 
than Samuel P. Taylor State Park.

American Farms

WASHINGTON 0JPI)— 1Tuck­ 
ed away among this w eek’s 
corporate 
financial 
reports 
was an item that could be 
more persuasive than any sta­ 
tistics compiled in Washington 
to show that there is no re ­ 
cession 
on 
the 
American 
farms. 
The item reported that in 
nine months ended July 31, 
The J. I. Case Co., earned $2,- 
988,861 compared to a loss of 
$993,805 in the comparable 
months a year ago. Case m an­ 
ufactures farm implements. 


THERE 
PROBABLY 
are 
American .fa rm e rs who are 
losing money to the cost-price 
squeeze, but J. I. Case Co. 
customers evidently are not 
among 
them. 
During 
this 
week, also, the Agriculture 
Departm ent happily reported 
that farm income for the first 
nine months of 1958 will be 
19 per cent greater than in 
the first nine months of 1957. 
Such indicators of the meas­ 
ure of farm prosperity al­ 
ready had accomplished one 
political miracle. This miracle 
was the changed status of 
agriculture secretary E z r a 
Taft Benson. Benson not only 
licked the farm bloc on the 
issue of farm legislation in the 
House of Representatives this 
year. 
He 
was 
transm uted, 
politically, from a liability to 
an asset on the books of the 
Republican Party. 


STRANGER THINGS have 
happened, but not often. Am­ 
erican farmers made up their 
minds about Benson soon aft­ 
er he joined the Cabinet In 
1953. He opposed high and 
rigid 
farm 
price 
subsidies 
which seemed to the farmers 


to provide easy and desirable 
money and which wrere urged 
by the hi-partisan farm bloc 
and by the Democratic Party 
as essential to the welfare of 
U. S. agriculture.

Water Is Growing Problem For 


Which We Must Soon Find Answer 


Most Americans are likely 
to think that w ater is as plen­ 
tiful as the air. It isn’t and it 
is growing less plentiful all 
the time. 
I have asked Secretary Fred 
A. Seaton (who speaks in Ma­ 
rin tomorrow night) to discuss 
the problem frankly and to 
indicate what actions the De­ 
partm ent of Interior is taking. 


QUESTION — How acute 
is 
the 
nation’s 
recurring 
water shortage? 
SEATON— Although many 
think of w ater shortages as a 
problem of arid areas, we are 
actually concerned in almost 
every section of the country. 
For one reason or another 
— inadequate planning, insuf­ 
ficient storage facilities, over­ 
pumping or over-use of under­ 
ground supplies, and increas­ 
es in consumption ‘— more 
than 1,000 communities, the 
home towns and cities of 15 
per cent of our citizens, have 
had to ration water in the 
past five years. 


Q U E S T I O N — Do you 
think that public opinion is 
adequately 
alert 
to 
the 
urgency of the problem? 
SEATON— It’s beginning to 
be. Recently there arrived in 
the Department of the Inter­ 
ior a rather novel letter. It 
suggested a new source of 
fresh water for the United 
States: melted icebergs. Just 
tow them down from the Arc­ 
tic, the w riter said; the rest 
is easy. 
The communication’s value 
amounted only to a chuckle or 
two. As one of the some 6,000 
pieces of mail which come to 
the 
departm ent every 
day, 
however, it reflected a proper 
concern over a serious nation­ 
al question: 
W here 
is the 
ever-increasing a m o u n t of 
fresh water we shall need in 
the future to come from? 
Much of it, of course, will 
continue to come from rivers 
and streams, with more dams 
and reservoirs and better pol­ 
lution control systems; and 
some more will come from de­ 
posits of fresh ground water. 
Inevitably, however, some will 
surely have to come from a 
historically new source: the 
salt sea itself, together with 
landlocked 
brackish p o o l s 
above and below the ground. 


QUESTION— How rapid- 
ly is consumption going up? 
SEATON— Consumption is 
going up so rapidly that the 
prime goal of the Office of 
Saline Water of the Depart­ 


ment of the Interior is to 
hasten the day when salt wa­ 
ter will be usable, not only in 
this country, but around the 
world. 
In 1955 the American peo­ 
ple, for one purpose or anoth­ 
er, used 221 billion gallons of 
water per day; by 1980, the 
geological survey estimates, 
we will require 597 billion 
gallons per day— an increase 
roughly equal to the average 
daily flow of 25 Colorado Riv­ 
ers! 


QUESTION— What caus­ 
es underlie this tremendous 
increase? 
SEATON — For one thing, 
the population of the United 
States is literally exploding. 
Today we num ber 173 million. 
By 1980 the figure may well 
exceed 250 million. 
It is surprising how much 
water mankind uses for every­ 
day purposes. A five-minute 
shower bath, for instance, re­ 
quires 25 gallons; an hour of 
lawn-watering, 300 gallons; a 
slice of bread, 37 gallons! a 
ton of alfalfa, 200,000 gallons. 
One tone of rayon requires 
220,000 gallons; a ton of syn­ 
thetic rubber, 660,000 gallons; 
and 100 barrels of synthetic 
fuel from coal, a million gal­ 
lons and more. 
It is safe to say that even if 
our population were to stop 
growing today, the techno­ 
logical demands of industry 
would still send our national 
water requirem ents through 
the ceiling in the next 20 
years.

objectives.” 
Mrs. Robert Loeb, active in 
the Mill Valley Advisory Edu­ 
cation Council, read from a re­ 
port prepared by a committee 
over the past two years titled 
“Framework 
for 
Elementary 
Education.” 
Mrs. Loeb noted that several 
points expressed at last night’s 
meeting paralleled those in the 
report. 
McConnell said the council 
plans to augment the report 
with a community survey later 
in the year.

Most Germans Feel 


No Guilt For Crimes 


San Rafael School 
Board To Meet 


San Rafael Board of Educa­ 
tion will meet at 7:30 tonight 
at the administration building, 
215 Mission avenue. 
The agenda includes several 
personnel changes, reports on 
increased enrollments and bus 
schedules, and action on school 
improvements such as a con­ 
tract for enclosing the corri­ 
dor at Santa Venetia School.* 


F R A N K F U R T , Germany 
(UPI) — Most Germans are in­ 
dignant about — but feel no 
guilt for— crimes committed by 
Nazi concentration camp doc­ 
tors and SS “l i q u i d a t i o n ’’ 
squads. 
That is the view of Eugen 
Kogon, G ermany’s best known 
historian of Hitler’s infamous 
concentration camp system. 
Kogon was commenting, in 
an interview, on the reasons for 
and results of the recent rash 
of trials by West German courts 
of form er Nazis. 
“Public 
reaction 
to 
these 
trials,” Kogan said, “has been 
one of great interest. 
News­ 
paper coverage of the trials of 
these same people or their col­ 
leagues by the Allied courts 
from 1945 to 1948 was just as 
comprehensive. 
“The Germans w eren’t in­ 
terested then. 
Now they are. 
But they are interested in these 
Nazi crimes much as they are 
interested in crimes of passion. 
There is great indignation. But 
there is no sense of collective 
guilt, and their reaction has not 
taken a political form.” 
On the other hand, Kogon 
said, medical associations for 
the first time formally are 
disassociating themselves as 
a group from the concentra­ 
tion camp doctors who used 
their syringes to murder for 
the Nazis. 
Similarly, he said, the Waf- 
fen SS as a group has dissasso- 
ciated itself from the liquida­ 
tion squads whose job was to 
exterm inate Jews and other 
“Non-Aryan” races. 
“And with state judicial of­ 
ficers 
a n d 
the 
newspapers 
turning a searchlight on the 
form er Nazis,” Kogon added, 
“any possible ‘renazification’ of 
Germany has been delayed.” 
But, he added, he knows of 
no case in which a university 
has withdrawn a medical de­ 
gree or title from a concen­ 
tration camp doctor-murder- 
er, although all such men 
obviously broke the Hippo­ 
cratic Oath. 
Kogon, a writer, magazine 
editor and university professor, 
was active early in the anti- 
Nazi movement in Germany 
and Austria and spent many 
years in Buchenwald concentra­ 
tion 
camp, from which the 
American army freed him in 
1945. 
Shortly thereafter, he wrote 
a book called “Der SS Staat” 
(the American edition w'as titl­ 
ed “The Theory and Practice of 
Hell”) which was the first de­ 
tailed account of the Nazi con­ 
centration camp system. 
It is 
still considered one of the best 


books in this field, and has just 
been reissued both in Germany 
and the United States. 
During the last two years, 
there has been a flurry of 
trials of former Nazis by 
German courts. 
Kogon said 
he is as much at a loss as 
anyone else to account for 
this sudden activity. • 
All he can do is record the 
circumstantial evidence. 
“From 
1945 to 
1948, the 
Allies 
handled 
all 
the 
war 
crimes trials of Nazis, and the 
Germans apparently considered 
it w'as strictly an affair for the 
Allies. After 1948 (when the 
Allied trials ended), the Ger­ 
mans 
considered 
the 
whole 
business settled,” Kogon said. 
He continued: 
“What I don’t understand is 
the failure of the German auth­ 
orities to draw up lists of all 
Nazis suspected -of crimes, and 
see which ones required furth­ 
er prosecution. No one did this, 
although the documents were 
certainly available. 
“Beginning in 1950, there 
was an occasional German 
trial of Nazis. 
All of these, 
note well, were based on de­ 
nunciations. Some individual 
who had been in a concen­ 
tration camp would see one 
of these former doctors who 
had killed inmates walking 
on the street and report to 
the police. A case would be 
prepared, and from that case 
would come perhaps one or 
two new cases. 
“Another element was the 
return, beginning in 1955, of 
the prisoners of war from Rus­ 
sia. 
These returnees included 
some Nazi criminals who were 
tried, and their cases in turn 
caused newr cases. 
“But one great difficulty in 
preparing such cases,” Kogon 
continued, “is the lack of wit­ 
nesses. The best w itnesses have 
since died. 
“And the best witnesses of 
all, 
the 
Communists, 
won’t 
testify. There are several rea­ 
sons for this. 
First, most of 
the German Communists w'ho 
could be witnesses now live in 
East 
Germany. 
Second, 
the 
Communists always allege West 
Germany is a Nazi-controlled, 
militaristic state, and they have 
no political interest in helping 
West Germany clean house. 
“Third, there is the question 
of co-responsibility. The Com­ 
munists themselves were res­ 
ponsible for many of the things 
that happened inside the con­ 
centration camps. They do not 
care to have the facet exposed. 
“The difficulty in all this 
is that, for lack of witnesses, 
many trials may end in ac-

With a l o o k of sadness, 
Adams reported that in a visit 
to Eisenhower’s vacation head­ 
quarters in Newport, R. I., ear­ 
lier in the day he had offered 
his resignation to the Presi­ 
dent. 
“This he has accepted, to be 
effective as soon as an orderly 
transition can be arranged for 
the assumption of my duties 
and responsibilities,” he said.

Eisenhower, who had given 
Adams a parting pat on the 
back as his assistant left to fly 
back to Washington, said in a 
letter to Adams, “I deeply de­ 
plore the circumstances that 
have decided you to resign as 
assistant to the President.”

Mrs. Rinehart was a prolific

theme. 
Her interest in that 
subject may be traced to the 
fact that she was married to 
Stanley M. Rinehart, a doctor, 
after training as a nurse her­ 
self. 
During World W’ar I Mrs. 
Rinehart served as a corres­ 
pondent. She interview Queen 
Mary of Great Britain and King 
Albert and Queen Elizabeth 
of Belgium. 
‘HARDEST WORK’ 
Mrs. Rinehart once describ­ 
ed 
writing 
as 
“the 
hardest 
work in the world” but she 
continued to turn out her nov­ 
els as late as her 76th year, 
when 
she 
published 
“The 
Swimming Pool.” a mystery set 
in Bar Harbor, Me., where she 
had a home. 
Even before publication of 
that book, it was estimated her 
novels had sold more than 10 
million copies in 13 languages. 
Most of the novels were serial­ 
ized in magazines and many 
were made into movies and 
television productions. 
Mrs. Rinehart, who died in 
her Park avenue apartment, 
was born into a modest Pitts­ 
burgh family in 1876.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)— Pres­ 
ident Fuad Chahab, speaking 
while gunfire echoed in the 
streets outside, vowed today 
that he will restore order in 
Lebanon and arrange the with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops from the 
country.

No legal action will be tak­ 
en against Novak because, the 
planners reasoned, the maxi­ 
mum would be only a $500 
fine, which Novak could easily 
pay and which would not rem ­ 
edy the unsightly cut. 
“I think the (excavation) or­ 
dinance should be fortified so 
there are some real teeth in 
it,” said Dr. William Upton, 
commission chairman.

ARTICLE 1 
SUCCESSION AND POWERS 
51.01. 
Name. The C ounty of M a­ 
rin, as it now exists and as it shall 
continue to exist under this C h ar­ 
ter. is a body corporate and politic 
and is a legal subdivision of the 
S tate of California. Its corporate 
nam e shall be County of M arin, 
and it shall be designated thereby 
in any action or proceeding touch­ 
ing its corporate rights, property, 
or duties. 
§1.02. Powers. The County shall 
have all rights and powers granted 
and provided for by the C onstitu­ 
tion and laws of the S tate of C ali­ 
fornia and by this C harter, and 
such other right* and powers as 
are necessarily implied therefrom . 
The enum eration in this C harter 
of any particular power shall not 
be held to be exclusive of or a 
lim itation upon the r i g h t s or 
powers of the County. 
§1.03. Exercise of Powers. The 
rights and powers of the County 
may be exercised only through its 
Board of Supervisors, or through 
officers and agents of the County 
acting u n d e r authority of the 
Board of Supervisors or under au­ 
thority conferred by law. 
ARTICLE 2 
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
§2.01. 
Legislative 
Body. 
The 
Board of Supervisors shall be the 
legislative body of the County. All 
powers of the County and the de­ 
term ination of all m atters of pol­ 
icy shall be vested in the Board, 
except as may be otherwise pro­ 
vided by the C onstitution of the 
State 
of C alifornia or 
by this 
C harter. 
§2.02. General 
P o w e r s 
and 
Duties. 
A. Generally. The Board of Su- 
E 
ervisors and its m em bers shall 
ave all powers granted and duties 
imposed by S tate law, except as 
the same may be expressly limited 
or modified by this C harter; and 
shall have all powers granted and 
duties imposed by this C harter. 
B. County Positions. Except as 
otherwise provided by this C har­ 
ter and subject to its provisions, 
the Board of Supervisors by ordi­ 
nance shall make provision for the 
num ber of all positions in the 
county governm ent, including but 
not lim ited to all county officers, 
all mem bers of county boards and 
commissions, and all deputies and 
other employees of the County; for 
t h e i r 
com pensation; 
for 
their 
powers and duties; for such offi­ 
cial bonds as the Board may re­ 
quire: for the tim e and m anner 
of 
their 
appointm ent; 
for 
the 
term s for which they shall be a p ­ 
pointed; and for their rem oval and 
suspension and the m anner th ere­ 
of. Positions in the classified serv­ 
ice shall be subject to the m erit 
system provisions of this C harter 
and of ordinances enacted by the 
Board pursuant to such provisions. 
C. 
New 
Positions. 
As 
public 
necessity requires, the Board of 
Supervisors bv ordinance may es­ 
tablish offices and positions, in ­ 
cluding but not lim ited to boards 
and commissions, other th an and 
in addition to those provided for 
by S tate law or by this C harter. 
D. Departmental Changes. The 
Board of Supervisors by ordinance 
may consolidate, separate, or seg­ 
regate county offices, agencies, and 
departm ent*; 
and 
m ay 
abolish, 
transfer, and re-assign their func­ 
tions in whole or in part. Provided, 
however, th a t nothing contained 
in this paragraph shall authorize 
or empower the Board to abolish 
or deal w ith the functions of elec­ 
tive officers, except to the extent 
th a t consolidation, separation, or 
segregation of the functions of 
such officers is expressly perm itted 
by S tate law. 
Provided, further, 
th a t departm ents and 
functions 
which by this C harter are placed 
in the charge of the County M an- 
ager or under his m an ag em en t,, 
direction, or supervision shall not 
be removed therefrom unless such 
departm ent or function is abol­ 
ished by ordinance of the Board 
enacted

Board of Supervisors shall estab­ 
lish and adopt by ordinance an

the m ethods and procedures of 
office and institutional m anage­ 
ment. record-keeping, and reports 
for all offices, agencies, and de­ 
partm ents of the County, not in ­ 
consistent w ith S tate law or witn 
the provisions of this C harter; and 
shall adopt am endm ents thereto 
from tim e to time as may be re­ 
quired. 
G. Rules of Procedure. Subject 
to the provisions of this C harter, 
the Board of Supervisors shall de­ 
term ine its own procedural rules 
and provide for i§s own regulation 
and governm ent. A quorum of the 
Board for the transaction of all 
business shall be 4 mem bers; and 
the vote of a m ajority of a quorum 
shall determ ine any m atter before 
the Board except where S tate law.

vote. Except on procedural m a t­ 
ters. voting shall be by roll call 
and the vote of each m em ber shall 
be recorded. 
All m eetings of the 
Board shall be public meetings, 
but the B oard may hold executive 
sessions or exclude witnesses when 
perm itted to do so by S tate law. 
The books, records, and accounts 
of the Board shall be open a t all 
tim es for public inspection. 
§2.03. 
Supervisorial Di s t r i c t s . 
T he County is hereby divided into 
7 supervisorial districts. 
Subject 
to change of boundaries by the 
Board of Supervisors as provided 
in §2.04 of this C harter, the dis- 
triels 
and th eir boundaries are 
established in accordance w ith the 
descriptions set forth in the Ap­ 
pendix 
attached 
to and hereby 
m ade a p a rt of this C harter. 
§2.04 Change of Boundaries of 
Supervisorial Districts. The boun­ 
daries of any or all of the super­ 
visorial district* may be changed 
by the B oard of Supervisors by 
ordinance adopted by the affirm a­ 
tive vote of 5 7ths of the entire 
Board. T he districts shall be as 
nearly equal in population as may 
be. except th a t in establishing the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
districts 
the 
Board may give consideration to 
the following factors: (a) topog­ 
raphy, <b) geography, (O cohe­ 
siveness, contiguity, integrity, and 
com pactness of territory, and <d) 
com m unity of interests of the dis­ 
tricts. No change in district boun­ 
daries shall be made w ithin 90 
days preceding a general election.

If more th an one 
incum bent mem ber resides in a 
single new district, they shall draw 
lots to determ ine who shall con­ 
tinue to represent th a t district and 
who

where a vacancy exists 
A member 
whose district is thereby changed 
need not change his residence to 
the district he is to represent, but 
shall continue to be eligible to 
serve as a m em ber of the Board 


of Supervisors from such district

rem ainder of the term for which 
he was elected. If he becomes a 
candidate for re-election from the

Elective offi­ 
cers shall have the qualifications 
required by S tate law and by this 
C harter, and they shall be and 
rem ain residents of M arin County 
during th eir tenure of office. In 
addition, no person shall be elig­ 
ible for the office of D istrict A t­ 
torney, Assessor, or Sheriff unless 
a t the tim e he takes office he 
shall have been a resident of the 
County for a t least 3 years im ­ 
m ediately preceding such time.

Term 
and 
Election. 
The 
term s of office of the D istrict A t­ 
torney, Assessor, and Sheriff, and 
the tim e and 
m anner of their 
nom ination and election, shall be 
as provided by S tate law. 
In the case of the C ounty Board

The chief adm inistrative officer 
of the County shall be known as 
the County M anager. He shall be

and experience. 
He m ust be a 
citizen of the U nited S tates of 
America a t the tim e of his ap ­ 
pointm ent, but need not reside in 
M arin County or in the S tate of 
C alifornia.

a resident of M arin County during 
his tenure of office. He shall de­ 
vote his entire tim e to the duties 
of his office, and shall not engage 
in any other business or occupa­ 
tion. 
§4,02. Appointment and Removal. 
The County M anager shall be a p ­ 
pointed by the affirm ative vote of 
a m ajority of the entire Board of 
Supervisors for an indefinite term . 
He shall serve at the pleasure of 
the Board, being subject to re ­ 
moval from office at any tim e by 
the affirm ative vote of a m ajority 
of the entire Board of Supervisors. 
§4.03. 
Acting County Manager. 
Subject to approval of the Board 
of Supervisors, the County M an­ 
ager m ay designate a county of­ 
ficer or employee to serve as a c t­ 
ing County M anager in case of 
tem porary absence or disability of 
the County M anager or a tem po­ 
rary vacancy in th a t office. The 
Board of Supervisors may revoke 
such designation at any time, and 
may appoint and remove a t will 
an

as 
needed. 
§4 04. 
C o u n t y Administrative 
Head. 
A. Generally. T he County M an­ 
ager shall be the adm inistrative 
head of the county governm ent. 
B. 
Responsibility to Board of 
Supervisors. The County M anager 
shall be responsible to the Board 
of Supervisors for the proper con­ 
duct and adm inistration of all af­ 
fairs placed in his charge by or 
pursuant to this C harter. 
C. Coordination of County Ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the in ten t of 
this C harter th a t all the adm in­ 
istrative 
affairs of 
the County, 
w hether under the direct m anage­ 
m ent and control of the County 
M anager or not, shall be in te­ 
grated and coordinated under the 
general supervision of the County 
M anager in the interests of effi­ 
ciency and economy, w ith respect 
to fiscal and budgetary procedures, 
personnel practices, purchasing of 
supplies and equipm ent, housing 
accom modations, 
general 
office 
and housekeeping practices, and 
the keeping of records other th an 
those peculiar to a specific de­ 
partm ental function. To this end, 
it shall be the duty of all county 
officers, 
elective

heads of departm ents, and m em ­ 
bers of boards and commissions, 
to

inform ation 
and 
access 
to departm ental records and files, 
and by observing the adm inistra­ 
tive procedures and practices es­ 
tablished by him, unless excused

§4 05. 
G eneral 
P o w e r s 
and 
Duties. The County M anager shall 
have the 
following 
powers 
and 
duties.

He 
shall coordinate and shall super­ 
vise generally the adm inistration 
of all county functions, d ep art­ 
ments, and offices »both elective 
and appointive), and devise and 
establish m ethods to increase ef­

Management. He shall m an­ 
age and direct all county d e p art­ 
m ents and functions either placed

He shall

budget and capital program for 
the next fiscal year; and (3) plans 
and recom m endations w ith respect 
to future needs of the County.

He m ay re ­ 
quire any county adm inistrative 
office, agency, or departm ent to 
report to him on its fiscal and a d ­ 
m inistrative operations and plans; 
and he m ay exam ine the accounts, 
records,

such office, agency, or departm ent 
as often as he deems necessary 
or desirable.

Property Management.

shall m anage all county proper­ 
ties, im proved and 
unim proved: 
see to th eir custody, care, and 
m aintenance;

county departm ents and functions 
as may be needed for th eir proper 
operation, w ithin the lim its of the 
space and facilities available. 
I. County Purchasing. He shall 
be. the purchasing officer of the 
County; and shall coordinate and 
centralize the purchases for all 
offices, agencies, and departm ents 
of the County. The B oard of S u­ 
pervisors m ay a u t h o r i z e the 
County M anager to appoint a p u r­ 
chasing officer to serve under his 
m anagem ent and direction.

by the Board of Supervisors; 
(9) 
County Superintendent 
of 
Schools, 
and

personnel ; 
(10) Chief Probation Officer; 
ill) Lawyers employed on the

of

Attorney, 
County Counsel, and Public De­ 
fender; 
(12) 
Persons 
employed 
under 
contract 
to 
render 
professional, 
scientific, 
technical, 
or 
expert 
services of an occasional char-

(13) Employees whose tenure is 
protected

service system under S tate law or 
as a condition of obtaining State

Transfer* between Rei vices. 
In the event a person holding a 
position in the classified service 
is appointed to a position in the 
unclassified service and is subse­ 
quently removed or resigns th ere­ 
from, he shall upon such removal 
or resignation revert to his form er 
position in the classified service 
w ithout loss of any rights or privi­ 
leges and upon the sam e term s 
and conditions as if he had re­ 
m ained in said last m entioned po­ 
sition continuously. Provided, how­ 
ever, th a t if the reason for re­ 
moval or resignation from the u n ­ 
classified service is such as would 
justify com plete severance of the 
employee 
concerned 
f r o m

county service, disciplinary action 
for dismissal m ay be taken against 
such employee prom ptly after he 
reverts to his form er position in 
the classified service, subject to

Status of Existing Per­ 
sonnel. 
A. Permanent Status. Any p er­ 
son who, on the effective date of 
this C harter, has acquired per m a­ 
nient status under form er O rdi­ 
nance No. 617, or who holds a 
position in the classified service 
and 
has 
been 
perform ing 
the 
duties of such position or a com ­ 
parable position 
for at least 6 
m onths im m ediately prior to such 
effective date, shall acquire per­ 
m anent status in the appropriate 
classification.

B. 
Probationary S t a t u s . 
All 
other persons who, on the effective 
date of this C harter, hold positions 
included in the classified service, 
shall acquire probationary status, 
and upon serving 6 m onths from 
the date of their original appoint­ 
m ent shall acquire perm anent sta­ 
tus, in the appropriate classifica­ 
tion. 
§5.05. 
Personnel C o m m i ssion. 
There shall be a Personnel Com­ 
mission consisting of 5 members. 
A. 
Incumbent 
Commissioners. 
The m em bers of 
the Personnel 
Commission in 
office 
upon 
the 
effective date of this C harter shall 
continue in office for the term s 
for which they were appointed. 
B. Appointment, Qualifications, 
and Term. The members of the 
Commission shall be appointed by 
the affirm ative vote of a m ajority 
of the entire Board of Supervisors. 
Members shall have the qualifica­ 
tions required of county officers 
by S tate law, and may not hold 
other county office while serving 
on the Commission; in addition, 
each m em ber m ust have been a 
resident of the County for a t least 
3 years im m ediately preceding the 
tim e he takes office. T heir term s 
of office shall be 4 years; except 
th a t the appointee to a term im ­ 
m ediately succeeding th a t of an 
incum bent Comm issioner in office 
upon the effective date of this 
C harter shall be appointed for a 
term expiring on June 30th of the 
4th calendar year following the 
year in which he takes office. 
C. 
Compensation. 
M embers of 
the Commission shall receive such 
com pensation, if any, as m ay be 
fixed by the Board of Supervisors 
from tim e to time. M embers shall 
be reim bursed for their reasonable 
and necessary expenses incurred 
in the perform ance of their duties. 
D. Vacancy. A vacancy on the 
Commission shall be filled by the 
Board of Supervisors for the u n ­ 
expired term , in the sam e m anner 
as for an original appointm ent. 
E. Removal. A mem ber of the 
Commission shall be subject to re­ 
moval a t any tim e by the affir­ 
m ative vote of 5 7ths of the entire 
Board of Supervisors. . 
§5.06. General Powers and Duties 
of the Commission. T he Person­ 
nel Commission shall have the fol­ 
lowing powers and duties.

C harter; and shall certify its find­ 
ings and decisions as herein pro­ 
vided. 
C. 
Investigations. 
On its own 
motion, and whenever requested 
to do so by the Board of Super­ 
visors, the Commission shall in ­ 
vestigate the conditions of em ploy­ 
m ent in the county service, the 
m ethods and practices of person­ 
nel adm inistration in the County, 
the need for changes in -th e or­ 
dinances or rules and regulations 
relating to the civil service sys­ 
tem of the County, the desirability 
and term s of agreem ents blanket­ 
ing into county civil service of of­ 
ficers or employees of other gov­ 
ernm ental entities, and other m a t­ 
ters relating to the civil service 
of the County; and shall report its 
findings and recom m endations to 
the Board of Supervisors. 
D. 
Qualifications 
for 
Certain 
Appointments. 
The 
Commission 
shall prescribe m inim um qualifi­ 
cations for chief deputies or as­ 
sistants to be appointed by elec­ 
tive departm ent 
heads, for 
ap ­

County Clerk. It shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff to cause all such 
subpenas to be served. Refusal of 
any person to atten d or testify in 
answ er to such a subpena shall 
subject such person to prosecution 
in the same m anner as provided 
bv S tate law w ith respect to sub- 
pcnas issued by the C hairm an of 
the Board of Supervisors. 
§5.07. Personnel Officer. 
A. County Manager. The C oun­ 
ty M anager shall be ex officio P er­ 
sonnel Officer and shall serve as 
the executive officer of the P er­ 
sonnel Commission, except as pro­ 
vided in fB of this section. 
B. Authorization 
for Personnel 
Officer. T ha B oard of Supervisors 


m av autnorize m e ^ouniy ------ 
ager to appoint a Personnel O ffi­ 
cer, who shall serve as the execu­ 
tive officer of the Commission. 
§5.08. Appointing Authority. T he 
appropriate d epartm ent head shall 
act as the appointing authority 
with respect to appointm ents, pro. 
motions, disciplinary proceedings, 
and other m atters relating to em ­ 
ployees in the classified service of 
the County. 
In the case of em ­ 
ployees in the classified service 
not serving under any designated 
departm ent head, the Board of 
Supervisors may designate the per­ 
son to act as appointing au thority ; 
and in the absence of such desig­ 
nation, the C ounty M anager shall 
act as appointing authority w ith 
respect to such employees. 
§5.09. Appointments and Promo­ 
tions.

techniques; 
and

adopted in the m anner provided in 
this C harter. 
B. 
Emergency 
Appointments. 
T he 
Board 
of Supervisors m ay 
authorize the C ounty M anager to 
m a k e 
emergency 
appointm ents 
when 
s u c h 
appointm ents 
are 
necessary to prevent stoppage of 
public business, or loss of life or 
dam age to persons or property, or 
when qualified personnel can not 
be readily obtained due to em er­ 
gency conditions; and in m aking 
such emergency appointm ents the 
ordinary 
eligibility 
requirem ents 
otherwise applicable may be w aiv­ 
ed. 
Justification for continuance 
of emergency appointm ents shall 
be reviewed by the Personnel Com. 
mission every 90 days. 
C. Preference to County Em­ 
ployees. In m aking appointm ents 
or prom otions, preference shall be 
given to qualified persons who are 
already in the county service to 
the extent recom mended by the 
Personnel Commission. 
D. Probationary Period. All ap ­ 
pointm ents and prom otions shall 
be for a probationary period of 6 
m onths. During the probationary 
period the employee m ay be re ­ 
leased a t any tim e w ithout right of 
appeal or hearing if such employee 
has had no prior service in the 
classified service of the County. 
Provided, however, th a t any em ­ 
ployee who has 
been 
prom oted 
from a position in which he had 
acquired perm anent status shall, 
upon rem oval or resignation from 
the position to which he was pro­ 
moted, revert to his form er posi­ 
tion w ithout loss of any rights or 
privileges and upon the same term * 
and conditions

shall prepare a w ritten order s ta t­ 
ing specifically the reasons for th a 
action, shall file such order in d u ­ 
plicate with the Personnel Com ­ 
mission, and shall serve a copy 
upon the employee affected by de­ 
livering the same to him person­ 
ally or depositing it for delivery by 
registered mail. W ith the copy fu r­ 
nished to the employee shall be e n ­ 
closed a copy of §5.10 and §5.11 of 
this C harter. 
§5.11 Appeal Procedures. 
A. Disciplinary Appeals. Any em ­ 
ployee in the classified service who 
is aggrieved by any disciplinary 
action taken by the appointing a u ­ 
thority may appeal from the action 
taken by such appointing authority 
by preparing and filing with th e 
Personner Commission, w ithin 10 
days from the date the disciplinary 
order made under §5.10 of this 
C harter is filed with the Personnel 
Commission, a w ritten reply to such 
order, and shall serve a copy of 
the reply upon the appointing a u ­ 
thority by delivering the sam e to 
him personally or depositing it for 
delivery by registered mail. 
B. O ther Appeals. Any applicant 
for a position in the classified ser­ 
vice or for prom otion to such a 
position who has successfully pass­ 
ed the prescribed exam ination and 
who is aggrieved by a violation of 
the provisions of §5.09 of this C h ar­ 
ter, and any such applicant or any 
employee in the classified service 
who is aggrieved by a violation of 
the civil service provisions of th is 
C harter or of any ordinance en a c t­ 
ed or personnel rules adopted p u r­ 
suant to this C harter, except w ith 
respect to disciplinary action, m ay 
appeal from the alleged violation 
by preparing and filing with the 
Personnel Commission, w ithin 10 
days of the action complained of, 
a w ritten protest stating specifi­ 
cally the grounds for said protest; 
and shall, w ithin such 10 days, 
serve a copy of the protest upon 
the appropriate Appointing au th o r­ 
ity or other alleged violator by de­ 
livering the same to him person­ 
ally or depositing it for delivery by 
registered mail. W ithin 10 days 
from the date the protest is filed 
with the Personnel Commission, 
the appointing authority or o ther 
alleged violator shall prepare a 
w ritten reply to said protest, shall 
file the same w ith the Personnel 
Commission, and shall serve a copy 
upon the protestant by delivering 
the same to him personally or d e­ 
positing it for delivery by registered 
mail. 
C. Hearings. W ithin 30 days from 
the filing of an appeal to the P e r­ 
sonnel Commission, the Comm is­ 
sion shall hold a hearing. All such 
hearings shall be public unless the 
Personnel Commission, upon a p ­ 
plication by the appellant or pro­ 
testant, shall determ ine th a t the 
circum stances of the case dem and 
a private hearing. H earings shall 
be inform ally conducted; and legal 
rules of evidence need not be a p ­ 
plied. The entire proceedings a t all 
such hearings shall be recorded by 
an official court reporter. T he a p ­ 
pellant 
may 
appear 
personally, 
m ay be represented by counsel, re ­ 
tained a t tyis own expense, and 
may produce evidence and cross- 
exam ine witnesses. 
D. Decision. W ithin 15 days after 
concluding the hearing, the P e r­ 
sonnel Commission shall m ake its 
findings and order, either a ffirm ­ 
ing, revoking, or modifying th e 
order or action appealed from. T he 
Commission shall certify its fin d ­ 
ings and order to the appropriate 
appointing authority. The appoint­ 
ing authority shall' be bound by 
the decision of the Commission, 
and shall forthw ith enforce a n a 
follow it. 
E. Reinstatement. In all cases of 
appeals involving disciplinary ac­ 
tion against an employee, if the de­ 
cision of the Commission clears th e 
employee of all charges brought

§5.13. Discrimination. No person 
shall be appointed, refused ap­ 
pointment, or removed to or from 
any position or employment in the 
service of the County, or in any 
other way favored or discriminated 
against because of his race, color, 
or creed. 
§5.14. Improper Political Activity. 
A. Generally. No person holding 
any position or employment in the 
service of the County, other than 
elective officers and members of 
boards and commissions, shall seek 
or accept election, nomination, or 
appointment as an officer of a po­ 
litical club or organization; take 
an active part in or make any con­ 
tribution to 
a 
county 
political 
campaign favoring or opposing any 
candidate for election or for nomi­ 
nation to a county public office; 
or distribute badges, pamphlets, 
dodgers, or handbills of any kind 
favoring or opposing any candidate 
for election, or for nomination 
to a county public office. Nothing 
herein contained shall prevent any 
such person from becoming, or 
continuing to be, a member of a 
political club or organization; from 
attending political meetings; from 
seeking or accepting election or 
appointment to public office; from 
voting as he may choose; or from 
expressing his opinions on all poli­ 
tical subjects and candidates. 
B. Solicitation. No person hold­ 
ing any position or employment in 
the service of the County, and no 
candidate for any county office, 
shall directly or indirectly solicit 
or receive or be in any manner 
concerned in soliciting or receiv­ 
ing any assessments, subscriptions, 
contributions, or political service, 
whether voluntary or involuntary, 
for any political purpose whatso­ 
ever, from any person holding or 
seeking appointment to any po­ 
sition or employment in the serv­ 
ice of the County. 
§5.15. 
Violations. 
Any 
person 
holding any office, position, or em­ 
ployment in the service of the 
County who willfully or knowing­ 
ly violates any provision of this 
article shall be guilty of willful 
misconduct in office. In the case 
of a county officer, whether elec­ 
tive or appointive, he shall be sub­ 
ject to removal by grand jury pre­ 
sentm ent and conviction after trial 
as provided by State law; or, if 
not an elective officer, to removal 
from office by the Board of Super­ 
visors or as otherwise provided by 
this Charter. In the case of any 
other such person, not a county of­ 
ficer, he shall be subject to re­ 
moval by the Board, of Supervisors 
or by disciplinary action taken as 
provided in this article. 
§5.16 Existing Civil Service Sys­ 
tem. The provisions of this article 
shall supersede and replace the 
provisions of Ordinance No. 617 
adopted by the Board of Super­ 
visors on August 25, 1952 and sub­ 
sequently approved by vote of the 
people of the County, and said or­ 
dinance is hereby repealed.

The members of the Commission 
shall be appointed by the affirm a­ 
tive vote of a majority of the en­ 
tire Board of Supervisors.

30 of 1961, 1962, and 1963. Mem­ 
bers of the Commission shall re­ 
ceive such compensation, if any, 
as may be fixed by the Board of 
Supervisors from time to time; 
and they shall be reimbursed for 
their reasonable and necessary ex­ 
penses incurred in the perform­ 
ance of their duties. A member of 
the Commission shall be subject to 
removal at any time by trie af­ 
firmative vote of 5/7ths of the 
entire Board of Supervisors. 
B. General Powers and Duties of 
the Commission. The Commission 
shill studv and familiarize itself 
with conditions in the C ounty're­ 
lating to equality of opportunity 
and treatm ent for the citizens of 
the County in employment, hous­ 
ing, recreation, public accommo­ 
dations and facilities, and related 
fields; shall study and explore the 
possibilities of fostering mutual 
understanding and respect among 
citizens and groups in the County, 
of improving conditions relating 
to equality of opportunity and 
treatm ent in the fields aforesaid, 
and of eliminating discrimination 
based upon race, color, or creed; 
and shall render reports thereon 
to the Board of Supervisors. The 
Commission shall have only such 
powers and duties as are expressiv 
granted and imposed by this par­ 
agraph, and such additional oow- 
ers and duties as may be gran'ad 
and Imposed by ordinance of the 
Board oi Supervisors 
§8 04. County Counsel. The Coun­ 
ty Counsel shall have the follow­ 
ing duties: (a * He shall discharge 
all the duties vested by law in the 
District 
Attorney, 
other 
t h a n 
those of a public prosecutor; <b) 
He chall defend or prosecute all 


civil actions and proceedings in 
which the County or any of its 
officers is concerned or is a party; 
(c) He shall defend all suits for 
damage* instituted against offi­ 
cers or employees, or former offi­ 
cers or employees, of the County 
for acis performed by them in fur­ 
therance of their duties while in 
the employ of the County; td) He 
shall represent and advise the of­ 
ficers and employees of special 
districts 
organized 
within 
the 
County and shall have exclusive 
charge and control of all civil ac­ 
tions and proceedings in which 
special districts, their officers, or 
their employees are concerned <*r 
are parties, but nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a special 
district if authorized to do so 
under the law from obtaining in­ 
dependent legal services to assist 
or replace the County Counsel if 
the district so determines. 
The County Counsel shall dis­ 
charge these duties and perform

charge for legal services rendered; 
except that the Board of Super­ 
visors may prescribe fees for legal 
services rendered by the County 
Counsel to special districts where 
such services are of extraordinary 
nature or extent.

Hospitals. 
Should the Board of Supervisors 
establish a county hospital as pro­ 
vided by State law, the depart­ 
ment so established may include 
the Marin County Hospital and 
Farm and such other county in­ 
stitutions and related functions as 
the Board of Supervisors shall de­ 
termine. The head of such depart­ 
m ent shall be the Superintendent 
of the county hospital or such 
other official as mav be designat­ 
ed by the Board of Supervisors; 
and in either event the depart­ 
m ent head shall be appointed by 
the County Manager. 
§8.08. Communications Depart­ 
ment.

to be placed at a different point 
and that some of the underly­ 
ing mud would have to be re­ 
moved before the filling could 
be done.

ONLY OTHER BID 
The only other bid received 
on the project was for $249,800 
from the P. H. Vincilione Co. 
The board approved the H ar­ 
ney bid contingent on approval 
Oct. 8 of the state Allocations 
Board. State loan funds are to 
be used for the project. 
Expressing the feelings of 
fellow board members, Jack L. 
Mengel, 
chairman, 
said 
the 
higher costs for the site work 
seemed to be a continuation of 
other things costing more than 
expected on the project. 
The board approved an extra 
cost of $8,000 for increasing the 
size of the relocated sewer pipe. 


The extra cost is to be paid by 
the City of Larkspur. 
Total cost of the elementary 
school has been estimated at 
$635,000. It is to contain eight 
classrooms, kindergarten, shop, 
music, homemaking and m ulti­ 
purpose rooms, kitchen and ad­ 
ministrative unit on the 10-acre 
site.

H ere’s a report on two high 
schools, from last year. They 
have other names, but I’ll call 
them Washington and Jeffer­ 
son. They’re not in this town. 
But they’re real. 


The Washington coach takes 
chances. His team played a 
game last year without a doc­ 
tor. A substitute player had his 
thigh broken. He was knocked 
silly, and couldn’t talk. 


Impatient at the delay, a 
team m ate tried to make him 
walk off the field. The attem pt 
turned a fairly simple break 
into a nasty compound frac­ 
ture. 


It was almost two hours be­ 
fore he got to a hospital. He 
wasn’t accepted there until his 
dad wrote out a promise to pay 
the bills. 


Now the boy has a bad limp 
for life. His parents sold their 
home to pay the medical and 
hospital bills.

Last year a boy had his neck 
broken.

LAW IN ACTION 
Court Opinions Are 
Often Good Reading 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawyers, appears 
regularly in the Independ- 
ent-Journal.) 


A basic unit of Jegal think­ 
ing is a court opinion. There a 
judge explains his reasons for 
deciding in favor of one party 
or another. 
Later on under the doctrine 
of “stare decisis” other law- 
years may apply his reasoning 
to similar cases. 
Opinions are “not harsh nor 
crabbed as dull fools suppose,” 
but frequently full of color. 


FOR EXAMPLE 
Take a case the other day: 
The court of appeal first had 
to decide if the prisoner could 
appeal his case at all. His pa­ 
pers missed the deadline. Yes 
he could, the court held, be­ 
cause 
he 
had 
written them 
soon enough, but a short hand­ 
ed prison staff had failed to 
mail them to the court in time. 
Next, 
was 
his 
conspiracy, 
possession, 
transporting, sell- 


jing, etc. of narcotics, one or 
more than one criminal act? If 
| one, he would be guilty of only 
; one crime—and his sentence 
might be lighter; otherwise he 
would be guilty of multiple 
crimes—with a prospect of a 
longer sentence. 
The three judges found that 
the “sale” itself was a single 
act and that some of the things 
he was accused of were merely 
incidental to that act. 


TWO CRIMES 
But, before he packaged and 
sold the heroin he had divided 
it and had kept some. And. 
what he kept was no part of 
the sale, so, he was guilty of 
two criminal acts—selling and 
possessing. 
This objective analysis of a 
man’s rights makes good read­ 
ing against dark alleys, inform­ 
ers, dope peddlers, and the 
like 
also 
described 
in 
the 
opinion. 
Besides, this opinion may 
one day affect the rights of an 
innocent person, perhaps you.

Reed School District parents, I 
far from wailing that Johnny 
can’t read, are engaged in an 
all-out effort to help him read 
better. 
Their project involves every 
person in the district—teach­ 
ers, school administration, 
school board, children, parents 
and residents who will never 
use the schools. 
All these people are engaged 
in an evaluation of the district’s 
four schools and the education 
they are offering the 1,100 chil­ 
dren now attending and the 
toddlers and unborn who will 
follow. 
DEAD SERIOUS 
These people are evaluating 
—and are dead serious about 
making improvements in what­ 
ever they find. 
If the momentum of their 
project, now half-done, carries 
them forward to the success 
they anticipate, it may well set 
a pattern for other school dis­ 
tricts throughout Marin. The 
project, conceived before Sput­ 
nik I, may answer some of the 
agonizing questions about edu­ 
cation that followed it. 
The project had its birth a 
year ago. School board mem­ 
bers. bogged down for years in 
the job of finding and financ­ 
ing classrooms for a spurting 
population, had already decid­ 
ed to examine curriculum prob­ 
lem« they’d been too busy to 
tackle. Parents, through the 
Reed Parents Club and the 
Reed Forum, were talking cur­ 
riculum problems in private 
and, at length, sponsored pub­ 
lic discussions of what was be­ 
ing taught their children via 
textbook and blackboards. 


COMMUNITY FEELING 


When Mrs. Joseph Wallace, 
a past president of the parents 
club, wrote the board suggest­ 
ing the time had come for an 
appraisal of Reed district edu­ 
cation, she was putting into 
words a community attitude. 
“ We had come from a rural 
school district of 60 pupils to 
a district of 1,000 pupils with 
the possibilities of affording a 
truly complete educational ex­ 
perience,” Mrs. Wallace says. 
“ I felt it was time we saw 
where we were, where we were 
heading and where we wanted 
to go ” 
Her words found echo. A new 
superintendent, Paul J. Stouf- 
fer, had already been hired for 
the district with the under­ 
standing from the board that 
arf appraisal would be made. 
He and his staff were ready. 
The parents had shown their 
eagerness to participate. The 
board took a first step that to 


date has gone a long way. 
It appointed a steering com­ 
mittee, one that would repre­ 
sent the education community 
as a whole: Mrs. Ahleen Tres- 
non, a school board member, as 
chairman; Mrs. Edna Wessel, 
teacher-principal of the Tibur­ 
on School; Miss Patricia Combs, 
third grade teacher at Bel Aire 
School; Mrs. Betty McKegney, 
a parent representing the Reed 
Forum; Jack Bridgman, former 
school board chairman repre­ 
senting the parents club; and 
Superintendent Stouffer. Rich­ 
ard Foster, their director of 
curriculum and now acting su­ 
perintendent of county schools, 
sat in on the committee ses­ 
sions, 
Stouffer prepared an outline 
of what the committee would 
study. Revised as meetings en­ 
sued, here it is: 
1. What are the objectives of 
elementary education nation­ 
wide, in California and in the 
Reed School District? 
2. What does the community 
feel that children should get 
out of an elementary school 
education? 
3. With regard to objectives 
developed in 1 and 2, where 
do we stand today? 
4. Looking a h e ^ d , what 
should be done to achieve these 
goals? (a) What teaching mate­ 
rials are needed? (b) What per­ 
sonnel do we need? (c) What 
facilities and what types of 
school organizations are need­ 
ed to best realize our objec­ 
tives? 
The district is now ready to 
tackle item 3. The committees’ 
work on items 1 and 2 is all 
but complete. 
Hardly a resident of the Tib­ 
uron peninsula is unaware of 
what was done to find the an­ 
swer to question 2. A seven- 
page questionnaire was sent to 
every householder — not just 
parents—in an attempt to dig 
out community opinion and 
hidden 
attitudes 
about 
the 
school system. 
Residents, confronted by the 
questionnaire, were looking at 
a highly professional job, con­ 
structed from research discus­ 
sion groups and the talents of 
some of California’s top opin­ 
ion pollsters. 
It was the work of a sub­ 
committee headed by Charles 
Bigelow, a Little Reed Heights 
resident who heads motivation­ 
al research for McCann Erick- 
sen advertising agency in San 
Francisco. Other committeemen 
were Mrs. McKegney; parent 
Mrs. Elmer Fraass, an experi­ 
enced journalist; Stanley Ben­ 
nett, a parent., and two profes- 


sionals, Mrs. Madeline Rand of 
Belvedere, who formerly head­ 
ed a public opinion research 
business, and Mervin Field of 
Tiburon, whose California Poll 
is so widely quoted at election 
time. 
Far from starting out blind 
to determine what the com­ 
munity wanted from its schools, 
the committee organized six 
discussion groups of 15 to 20 
persons, representing parents 
who were interested in — or 
who had never thought about— 
their schools. Participants were 
lined up on the basis of their 
abilities to think and to ex­ 
press themselves. 
The groups were asked to 
discuss such questions as: What 
are the major responsibilities 
of the schools and their teach­ 
ers? What should the schools 
do to recognize and encourage 
individual personality and in­ 
tellectual attributes of the chil­ 
dren? 
The discussions went on far 
into the night, were scrupulous­ 
ly reported, and formed the 
basis for the questionnaire. 
More than 30 per cent of the 
householders a nswe red the 
questionnaire, a stunning re­ 
sponse according to the pro­ 
fessionals who prepared it. 


SOME SU R PR ISES 
The answers have been tabu­ 
lated and are in the process of 
being cross-referenced. The re­ 
sults, when they are made pub­ 
lic, promise all the surprises of 
a string of firecrackers. They 
are interesting, provocative and 
sometimes puzzling. 
Yet they didn’t surprise oth­ 
ers working on the evaluation 
program, particularly the sub­ 
committee which had been as­ 
signed the task of answering 
question 1 on the steering com­ 
mittee’s outline. 
That committee was charged 
with the job of t h i n k i n g 
through what the schools’ ob­ 
jectives should be. Many of 
their conclusions were tested 
for community opinion through 
direct quotation in the ques­ 
tionnaire. 
Working on the committee 
were a teacher, Lawrence Mc- 
Ardell; a psychologist, Dr. Al- 
bertine Nash; three parents of 
Reed School children, Mrs. G. 
B. Kirby and David Ring and 
Chairman Richard J. MacLaury. 
They worked hard. “ We even 
read (John) Dewey and (Alfred 
North) Whitehead,” said one 
in amazement. They read a 
sizable number of other vol­ 
umes on education and in a 
series of shirtsleeve meetings 
hashed out what they wanted.
